ilnssES. Teubner & Co. have recently purchased tlic original Copper Plates, 
which so truthfully and effectively illustrated the single edition of llnrsdcn’s grand 
work, the “NuiirsiUTA Orievtalu,” (London, 1825). These Engravings were 
especially commended to the discerning public of the day, by the knowledge 
that their conspicuous merit was due to the associate labour of an artist wife and 
a critically instructed husband, who superintended the manipulation of a patient 
and conscientious engraver — a combination wliich secured for them the world- 
wide reputation which has been maintained over the advanced knowledge of our 
own time. So that in 1809, apart from their more ample range, they may freely 
cliallcnge any parallel series to a competition in tlic cffcctivo reproduction of 
the spirit and characteristics of the coins depicted ; though, naturally, witli 
modem mechanical appliances, objection might bo taken to the rough shading, 
or less scenic effect of the early conventional dra;ving; yet notliing that we 
produce in modem art, can at all appioacli the severe rendering of the legends, 
*or tlio individual niceties of detail, that reassert themselves so prominently 
on a comparison of the plates with tho coins they represent, wliich arc now open 
to inspection (under Marsden’s o^vn bequest) in the British Museum. 

Tho present exceptional course of publishing plate", without any dc'^criptivo 
text or commontarj*, may require explanation j but tlicro need be no reserve in 
stating, tliat tho essential value of the Plates, v^]lich many practhed Xumismati-ts 
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lia\c co\ctc(l fur long past (Copies of the now exhausted edition of the Xujiis'utv 
Okiextmiv InMiig been selling at positively prohibitn e piiccs), niaj cause thorn 
to be gladl) welcomed it a icnsonablc cost, but bojond tlii'i, tlic present limited 
iv‘>iit IS aioiiedl} put forth, on the part of the publishers, with a viou to test the 
j/udilections of ^intiquarinna of the present age , and slionid sufficient cncounge 
ment be gi\on to +1118 experiment, Messrs Tnibncr & Co haic arranged for 
i conipUto and oxluustiie compilation, bringing the first portiort of the old 
Moil not onl} up to present csigcneieN, but embracing within the limits of a
